600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts*x of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message.

The answer is that we don't intend to provide 24 hour, 7 day a week service like 
KPH did. Right now, we are usually at the station each weekend to open it to 
visitors. I suspect that in the beginning we will run a wheel and listen for 
calls during those weekend days. As you say, it's doubtful that we will be 
deluged with traffic. But KSM is a full, common carrier station so we would of 
course relay any incoming traffic that does occur to its destination.

Further to my earlier message announcing that the FCC has granted a CW coas= 
t station license to the MRHS with the call KSM: 


It turns out that the call KSM has a bit of history to it. 


It appears in our records for the first time in 1916 when the call was assi= 
gned to SS Philadelphia, Owned International Mercantile Marine Co. The rad= 
io equipment was provided by the Marconi Co. 


However by 1930, KSM was a Dollaradio marine coast station in Cypress, sout= 
hern California. Roger W. Bunce wrote about the station in his monograph = 
=E2=80=9CDollar Days=E2=80=9D, including this paragraph about the special e= 
ntertainment enjoyed by the citizens of Fullerton, CA on one occasion: 


=E2=80=9CWe opened on schedule. Everyone on Main St, in Fullerton heard us= 
because a local radio store dispensing music from a street loudspeaker had 
the intermediate frequency of the receiver tuned to KSM=E2=80=99s working = 
frequency. They told us that you could hear CQ WDOL DE KSM for several bl= 
ocks!=E2=80=9D 


WDOL was the general call for all ships of the Dollar Steamship Lines. Bas= 
ed on this, we have resolved that the first transmission of KSM when it ret= 
urns to the air will be CQ WDOL DE KSM. 


KSM appears in my ITU List of Coast Stations books for 1933 through 1941. 
It is identified as a Globe Wireless station since the newly formed FCC req 
uired that Dollaradio provide services to all ships, not just ships of the 
Dollar Lines. Globe wireless was formed as a result. 


My next book is for 1963 in which KSM is not listed. Information from thos= 
e with access to Lists from the 1950s will be greatly appreciated. 


On July 12 each year we return KPH to the air on its original frequencies o= 
n the anniversary of the last commercial Morse message in the US. Among th= 
e commemorative messages we send is a salute to coast stations in which we = 


list the calls of the coast stations that are now silent. The salute is ti= 
nged with sadness, almost like the playing of Taps. It begins with this pr= 
eamble: 


AT ONE TIME , A TIME NOT LONG PAST , THE AIR WAS=20 
FILLED WITH THE MORSE SIGNALS OF MANY AMERICAN=20 
COAST STATIONS. NOW ONLY THESE ANNUAL MEMORIAL=20 
BROADCASTS FROM KPH REMAIN. KPH SALUTES THESE=20 
NOW SILENT STATIONS WITH THIS SPECIAL ROLL CALL. 


KSM was on that roll call. We never expected that a call would be removed = 
from this list due to reactivation. But it has happened. KSM will soon be= 
heard once more.

I=E2=80=99m in the process of answering each message i= 
ndividually but I want to say publicly that it means a lot to know that the= 
re are other =E2=80=9Ctrue believers=E2=80=9D out there to whom this is as = 
important as it is to us. 


Several questions have come up about KSM, KPH and K6KPH so I thought I=E2= 
=80=99d answer them here. 


o Where will KSM be located? =E2=80=93 KSM will be co-located with KPH. At= 
Bolinas, we will shift two transmitters to the KSM HF frequencies. At Pt.= 
Reyes we will send a wheel with the KSM call and listen on the internation= 

al calling frequencies for ships calling KSM. 


o Will KPH and K6KPH operations continue? =E2=80=93 Yes, KPH operations wil= 
1 continue as before. We are planning now for Night of Nights VI on July 1= 
2. K6KPH will also continue as before. K6KPH is usually operational each = 
Saturday from 1200 to 1600pst on 7050kc and 14050kc. We are open for traff= 
ic to and from the National Traffic System and for relay to Alaska via a ci= 
rcuit to Fairbanks. We often run a wheel on 7050kc. 


o Can amateurs contact KSM? =E2=80=93 Cross band operation with amateur sta= 
tions will not be possible. 


o When will KSM go on the air? =E2=80=93 We plan to make KSM=E2=80=99s firs= 
t time on the air a bit of an event. At the moment we are awaiting the arr= 
ival of the actual license and we have to retune two HF transmitters to the= 
KSM frequencies. As soon as we set a date and time for the first transmis= 
sion, that information will be posted. 


o What kind of service will KSM offer? =E2=80=93 KSM is licensed as a commo= 
n carrier public coast station. As such we will accept traffic from ships 
and place traffic to ships on our traffic list. Frankly, we don=E2=80=99t 
expect much business! The primary goal is to reestablish American commerci= 
al Morse on the traditional marine bands. But no matter what the traffic l= 
oad, KSM will be operated in a strictly professional manner in accordance w= 
ith commercial practices and procedures.=20 


How will KSM be funded? =E2=80=93 Everyone participating in the MRHS is a v= 
olunteer and the Park Service pays the electric bill so we have essentially= 
no overhead. The operation of KSM will require no significant funding bey= 
ond what we now need for KPH/K6KPH operations.
